Anyone who has lived in this sur- 
rounding district for ten years, should 
not need to be told again that Nature’s 
supply of moisture is very limited in 
some seasons and so irrigation water 
becomes a necessity. 

Live up to your own responsibilty. 
Do not expect your neighbor to sign 
up and save for you, that which you 
should save for yourself. 

Know ye that all these larger ditch- 
es subsidiaries, overflows, Service- 
Creek etc. etc. through which flow 
thousands of tons of water each sum- 
mer, your surface well etc. will be as 
dry as the Sahara Desert if you do 


not retain this Irrigation. 

If the company taking over were 
faced with a large outlay for equip- 
ment etc. one might understand the 
hesitation, but with the C. P. R.’s very 
generous turn over of a $5,000,000 pro- 
ject with several perquisites added, 
thereto it is hard to understand. 

The Committee of Western Irriga- 
tion Block in meeting at the Bow Val- 
ley Office Wednesday Jan. 12th., drew 
up the following Statements and Warn 
ing.

during the first Great War do not feel 
go very sure about it. We have no 
difficulty in recalling the fact that 
that was to be the “war to end all 
war.” And the promise of lasting 
peace was much more loudly proclaim- 
ed in 1918 than it is today. 

In fact there is one disturbing ele- 
ment coming to the forefront in this 
connection. Most people must have 
noticed the progressive whittling away 
of the promise of a just and lasting 
peace. The St. Louis Post-Despatch 
after an interview at the White House 
following the ‘’eheran Confernce re- 
ports the President as follows— “The 
President had expressed the hope that 
after this war there would be Do war 
for at least the lifetime of this genera- 


tion. He asked whether Mr. Stalin 
shared this view. He replied that 
Stalin did, very defintely.” (White 


House forbids direct quotation). 

I ask—- What has changed the mind 
of our statesmen since they first as- 
gured us that this would be absolutely 
the last war? 

The remedy for no more wars which 
our leader of 1944 have proposed is 
the same old remedy tried in 1918 “to 
enforce peace.” Only this time they 
say that there must be more of it. The 
joker lies in that phrase, “to enforce 
the peace.” 

Peace cannot be enforced. An arm- 
istice might be. Peace cannot be en- 
forced because where the use of force 
has become necessary, or is applied, 
the primary conditions for peace do 
not exist. 

Peace is a matter of the heart and 
spirit of the people. It is entirely a 
spiritual matter and means much more 
than the mere cessation of “shooting 
war.” Since it is a spirtual matter it 
can never be achieved by military, or 
any other kind of force. Victory and 
peace are certainly not one and the 
game thing. Peace is a spiritual ach- 
fevement of the heart, the mind the 
sympathy and mutual understanding 
of mankind. The founder of our 
Christian Faith, called the “Prince of 
Peace,” indicated clearly that it is a 
matter of reconciliation by mutual 
forgiveness and forebearing. Our 
peace with God is made through God's 
forgiveness. But God’s forgivenes of 
our sins is conditioned. The condi- 
tions are that “we forgive them that 
trespass (sin) avainst us.”

The only result possible from such a 

situation is to breed deep seated re- 

sentement and thus sow the black 

seeds of another war. Mr. Roosevelt 

no doubt sensed this and was honest 

enough to throw out the hint now that 

we need not look for a peaceful world 

for along time to come. Certainly his 

speech has shattered the promise of a 

lasting peace. 

H. G. Wells said recently— ‘Mere 
victory of one power over another will 
not help us unless the black traditions 
that come to us out of the past are de- 
feated also.” 

The blackest of these traditions is 
that peace can be maintained by the 
sword — or by “balance of power.” 
Jesus denounced this principle when 
he said to His followers—- “All who 
draw the sword shall die by the 
sword” (Moffatt). 

What is becoming: increasinly clear 
is that wartime leaders are not the 
best suited tempermentally to plan 
and build a warless world. 

Marshal Smuts’ proposal that the 
three great powers — Britain, U. S. A. 
and Russia dominate the rest of the 
world looks to me like the best blue- 
print yet drafted for bigger and more 
terrible wars in future. 

His omission to assign any part in 
the post-war world to China must 
have grave repercussions among the 
Asiatic people. He would try to 
build that new world upon the found- 
ation of military domination of the 
three great “white’ powers. That 
does not look to me like a good pros: 
pect for a peaceful world for our child 
ren? 

I am sure that mere victory in 1944 
will not satisfy the men fighting this 
war unless there is a more decided ef- 
fort and greater assurance than we 
now have that a real effort for a last- 
ing peace — not just another armist- 
ice — will be made at home by John 
Citizen himself and by the leaders of 
the people.
